Charleston, W. Va., May 12.—Gov- 
@rnor Morgan tonight responded to 
the request of county officials of 
Mingo county and asked the war 
department for federal] troops tore- 
store order in Mingo county. 

County officials of Mingo, in re- 
Questing Governor Morgan to ask 
for troops, said that they were un- 
able. to cope with the situation. 

A statement from the governor's 
office tonight declared that “the 
greater amount of the firing came 
from the Kentucky side,” adding 
that reports to the state's chief ex- 
ecutive were to the effect that two 

“samen had been killed. 

“It ds understood,” said Governor 
Morgan's statement, “‘that the coun- 
ty officials of Pike county, Ken- 
tucKy, made a similar request of 
Governor E., P. Morrow, and that the 
latter would also ask for federal 
troops.” 


New Chief Appointed and 

Resignations Accepted 
One Day Ahead of the 
Time Limit. | 


Volunteers to act as members of 
the Decatur fire department with- 
out pay until an organization is 
formed to replace the firemen who 
are quitting their posts as the re- 
sult of a dispute with the city gov- 
ernment, were requested by City 
Manager P. P. Pilcher Thursday 
night, in the same proclamation in 
which he announced that the resig- 
nations of the entire present force 
would become effective this morn- 
ing. 

After declaring that he feels au- 
thorized, in view of the emergency, 
to make all necessary arrangements 
to protect against fire risks in De- 
catur, City Manager added that 
“while an organization is being 
formed and until the necessary 
number of call men are secured, 
the acting chief will make use of, 
without pay, such public-spirited 
citizens as are willing to report for 
temporary service” The impor- 
tance of this statement is shown by 
the words which immediately fol- 
low, these being “such volunteer 
service being urgently needed.’ 

Baffled in their attempts a week 
ago to force the city manager out 
of office under threat of a walk-’ 
out of firemen, the present members 
of the department resolved to stick 
by the ultimatum they served on 
the board of commissioners at that 
time, and allowed their resigna- 
tions to remain in the manager’s of- 
fice Mr. Pilcher anticipated the 
expiration of the ultimatum by a 
day. 

First steps in reorganizing the 
f:refighting force were taken 
Thursday wight, when Mr. Pilcher 
appointed John S. Wray, a profes- 
sional firefighter, with 14 years’ 
experience, as acting chief of the 
new force. In his hands will rest 
full authority. to recruit his depart- 
ment, even to the extent of taking 
back some of the recalcitrant mem- 
bers, if they show unmistakable 
willingness to submit to his author- 


ity.

Williamson, W. Va., May 12.— 
Guerrilla warfare, with all odds ap- 
parently favoring the forces oppos- 
ing the state, was being waged to- 
night in the grim mountains of the 
strike-torn Mingo county coal field. 

Beginning soon after dawn this 
morning, at the little mining town 
of Merrimac, four miles up the Tug 
river from this city, a fusillade of 
shots was poured from the moun- 
tain side successively into Merrimac, 
Rawl, Sprigg and Matewan, W. Va., 
and McCarr, Ky. 

All available state police and 
deputy sheriffs centered in William- 
gon were rushed to the scene by 
train and automobile, but accord- 
ing to reports they had been unable 
at a late hour to check the shooting. 

Harry C. Staton, a state prohibi- 
tion officer and merchant at Spriggs, 
was killed by a bullet from the 
mountains. and Noah Phillips and 
a young man named Calvert, em- 
ployees of the White Star Coal com- 
pany commissary at Merrimac, have 
been seriously wounded. Rumors of 
other killings and woundings have 
been received at headquarters of the 
state police here, but at a late hour 
had not been confirmed.

Washington, May 12.—(By Con- 
stitution Leased Wire.)—In a letter 
today from Vice President Lincoln 
Green, of the Southern railroad, giv- 
ing the decision of carriers as re- 
fusing a reduction of freight rate 
on watermelons from Georgia to 
central markets, the railroad offi- 
cial divulged figures which showed 
adisgraceful condition of profiter- 
ing on the part of dealers handling 
Georgia melons, so much as that im- 
mediate steps will Probably be 
taken in congress looking to a fur- 
ther investigation of such a condi- 
tion, and the facts, as alleged, will 
also be placed before the federal] 
trade commission and the depart- 
ment of justice. 

The letter of Vice President Green 
was addressed to Lincoln. Harris 
and, the roads, in refusing to reduce 
the rates on melons, covered, also, 
all other perishable products, which 
put peaches in the same class. 

The-decision is the Sequence to a 
meeting of Georgia melon, peach 
and vegetable growers, held in Ma- 
con recently. This meeting was 
arranged with the _ railroads and 
a representative of the interstate 
commerce commission by members 
of the Georgia delegation in the 
senate and house. 

: Letter in Full. 

The letter of Vice President Green 
follows: 

“Asking that you pass this advice 
to your colleagues who accompanied 
you in a recent visit to my office, I 
beg to report that an informal con- 
ference between representatives of 
the watermelon growers and repre- 
sentatives of the carriers was had 
in Macon, Ga., on April 26. 

“From the report which I have of 
this conference, I am led to believe 
that, while there was some division 
of opinion as to the effect of the 
increased trangspertation charge on 
the ability of the watermelon pro- 
ducer to market his crop, it was 
probably the feeling of the majority, 
if not all, that the transportation 
charge was not an important factor 
in the situation. 

“In order that you mav see at a 
glance what the last advance in 
freight charges represents, using 
an average load of 1,000 melons, at

and can’t get it anywhere else,” said 
Chief Cody Thursday. “I heard that 
Lowry Arnold needed more ‘hands’ 
for the job of raising money this 
year, so I called the boys together.

ernoon by the League of Woman 
Voters at a meeting in the chamber 
of commerce. > 

This action was taken after much 
heated discussion, and after many 
other motions, amendments and 
changes had been finally voted down. 

Unqualified indorsement of the 
administration of Professor Dykes 
failed to pass, after some of the 
women speakers had made the point 
that it was not within the province 
of the league to sponsor the cause 
of any individual. 

Urge Reinstatement. 

When, however, it was urged that 
the dismissal of Professor Dykes— 
an action which the league had al- 
ready condemned in resolutions— 
could only be remedied by his re- 
instatement, the meeting passed by 
a two-thirds majority a motion made 
by Mrs. Linton Hopkins urging that 
he again be placed at the head of 
the city schools “in order to right 
this wrong.” 

The League of Women Voters is 
but one of many organizations which 
voted on Thursday emphatic pro- 
test against the summary dismissal 
of Professor Dykes. Civic organi- 
zations and Parent-Teacher asso- 
ciations expressed their disapproval. 
This movement will undoubtedly 
reach its climax in the mass meet- 
ing which has been called to meet 
in the chamber of commerce Satur- 
day night. 

Another development of the day 
was a statement issued by C. E. 
Phillips, president of the Public 
School Teachers’ association, that 
the sentiment of the teachers is 
strongly against the ousting of Pro- 
fessor Dykes, and declaring that the 
superintendent had been given the 
co-operation of the teacning 
force. 

First Action Taken. 

The first action taken by the 
League of Women Voters at their 
meeting Thursday was the passage 
of the following resolution: 
“Whereas, the board of education 
dismissed the school superintendent 
without giving him any warning or 
stating a cause for action; 

“Be it resolved that the League 
of Women Voters, regardless of 
Mr. Dykes as an individual, stande 


mwopposed to such methods as unjust 


and unworthy of the city of At- 
lanta. 

“Ge it further resolved that the 
prevention of such methods les 
in removing, schools from politics.” 

As originally submitted, the reso- 
lution embedied several suggestions 
that such methods could be prevent- 
ed by changes in the system of city 
government. This clause, however, 
was eliminated before the resolution 
was adopted. 

Mrs. Winter's Amendment. 

Mrs. Rogers Winter then offered 
as an amendment to the original 
resolution a resolution coincident 
with the original in phraseology, 
but which terminated with the 
word “politics.” This resolution 
was passed. 

In speaking of this amendment, 
Mrs. Winter said that there were 
two political factions in Atlanta, 
and by passing the resolution em- 
bodying the suggestions pertaining 
to a change of city government 
without first having a well-work- 
ed-out plan to submit to take the 
place of the present city govern- 
ment would be merely playing into 
the hands of politicians. She took 
the position that the league is non- 
partisan and that the biggest thing 
for which the league is workingisa 
new municipal government, and 
that if the league did anything fur- 
ther than condemn methods of the 
board of education in removing Mr. 
Dykes, it would weaken its fight 
for a different local government. 

Miss Corinne Chisholm also took 
this stand and asked the organiza- 
tion to pass the amendment. Mrs. 
Murray Hubbard stated that she 
thought it a most opportune time 
to reiterate the league’s stand for 
a new city government. After much 
discussion, the amendment was car- 
ried.

“DETECTIVES’ TABLE” 
EVENTS DESCRIBED 


Threats of Liquor Deal- 
ers Forced Mathis Out 
of Business, He De- 
clares. 


Testimony concerning a flourish- 
ing liquor traffic under the Court- 
land street viaduct, just a short 
distance from police station, con- 
tinued at the Thursday night ses- 
sion of the councilmanic bunco 
investigation, along with a’*renewal 
of evidence regarding the populari- 
ty of Al Martin’s cafe with detec- 
tives and certain alleged bunco 
men. 

Sid Allen and J. R. Ward, whose 
names have dotted every written 
record of the probe,thus far, because 
of their arrest on liquor charges with 
Woodward on one occasion, appeared 
before the committe and stated 
that Woodward held aconfab with 
Chief A. Lamar Poole, of the de- 
tectives, before their trial. They 
said that Woodward assured them 
that everything was all right, and 
there was no cause to worry about 
the outcome of the trial. Poole i..s0, 
according to their statements, urged 
the courtto be lenient with Wood- 
ward and Allen. 

Attorney Robert Jones paid 
lengthy attention to the fact that 
Allen had never been. prosecuted 
on an indictment for murder now 
on record against him. The indict- 
ment was returned with one against 
Jack Farrior, who has been con- 
victed. The charge grew out of 
a death in an automobile accident 
in which Allen and Farrior partici- 
pated some two years ago, and Mr. 
Jones wondered why Allen had never 
been tried, despite the factthat So- 
licitor Boykin had declared, at the 
t'me of Farrior’s conviction, that 
Allen’s prosecution would be pushed 
to the limit. 

Forced to Sell. 

E. M. Mathis, who formerly was in 
business at 188 Peters street, told 
the committee that ‘liquor condi- 
tions in that neighborhood grew so 
unbearable that he was forced to 
sell hia business and leave—for the 
sdfety of his own life, because 
threats against his life had been 
made as soon as it was discovered 
that he objected to the prevalence 
of drunkenness and the whisky 
traffic. Objections to the police 
brought a visit from Detective 
Payne, he said, but no relief from 
the condition. The witness admit- 
ted that raids were made in the 
vicinity, but sald the evil was not 
lessened. 

Al Martin’s cafe re-entered the 
proceedings when R. F. Johnson, ex- 
service man and a former employee 
of the restaurant, came to the stand 
and told of the “detectives’ table” 
in a front corner of the place. He 
mentioned many instances where 
liquor had been brought into and 
carried out of the cafe and told of 
gambling conversations being car- 
ried on within easy hearing of the 
detectives there assembled. Peo- 
ple would talk of “getting away 
with so much” or “dropping a cer- 
tain amount in last night’s games” 
with no fear of being overheard, he 
said. He also told of bags of money 
he saw Martin carry from the res- 
taurant to the soda stand he for- 
merly operated on the corner be- 
low. ;

The government and the Ameri- 
can merchant would share this risk, 
say 70 per cent by the government 
and 30 per cent bv the meicuant. 

The bureau would make such 
regulations in respect to adminis- 
tration and premiums charge: as 
the risk might appear ‘o warrant 
in each particular country: ‘rine 
cost of insurance would be imma- 
terial to the merchant for the rea- 
son that same would be included in 
the cost of the commodity.

BACK TO THE SOIL. 

A writer in The Honey Grove 
(Texas) Signal says “the back-to- 
the-farm movement is coming, no 
matter how low cotton goes.” 

There are evidences of “hitting 
the farm trail” pretty much every- 
where. 

The idle classes of the big cities 
seem to be turning, with earnest 
purpose, towards the agricultural 
districts, where work is plenty, 
With the certainty of greater re- 
wards than can be gained in the 
overcrowded centers. 

“We of the towns,” says the 
Texas writer, “can stand paper- 
sack living fairly well—so long as 
we can get the sacks. But when 
the grocer says ‘no more sacks 
without the coin,’ the road back to 
the farm looks mighty good!” 

In New York state thousands of 
farms which were largely aban- 
doned for the lure of the cities at 
a time when there was more em- 
ployment at a higher wage rate, 
are taking on new life. Former 
tenants are returning, and new 
ones are applying for farm land. 

And the same farm movement is 
noted in other states. “The mere 
fact,” says The Pittsburg Dispatch, 
“that the farmer makes a loud ob- 
jection when conditions are run- 
ning strongly against his interests, 
need not be accepted as a conclu- 
sion that he is prepared to throw 
up agriculture.” 

He realizes that better times and 
conditions are coming. He has his 
troubles, like the rest of the world, 
but he is generally in better shape 
for pulling through than those in 
many other lines of work. 

And this year, if the diversified 
home-supply plan is followed, this 
back-to-the-soil movement will do 
much for the happiness and pros- 
perity of those who take up farm 
life as a business and are willing 


to work to win.

Editor Constitution: 1 hand you 
herewith my replies to two letters. 
one from Judge Searcy, of Upson 
superior court, the other from Judge 
Shurley, of Toombs circuit, address- 
ed to me as governor, which recent- 
ly appeared in the public press. 

These letters deal with matters 
of vital importance to the people of 
Georgia. : 

For this reason, I am hafiding you 
copies of my replies with the re- 
Quest that they be given publicity. 

Ninety-five per cent of the people 
of Georgia are law-abiding. They 
believe in a policy of justice and 
mercy to the negro and to all others. 
In this 95 per cent, I include the 
Sentiemen to whont these letters 
are addressed. The difficulty is 
that the 95 per cent do not always 
know what is happening through- 
Out the state, and what is being 
said with reference to the state out- 
side of its borders. 

My only hope for the final solu- 
tion of the race problem in Georgia 
and throughout the country is to 
familiarize this overwhelming ma- 
jority, who desire the enforcement 
of our laws, with the facts. 

For this reason, I ask the undivid- 
ed help of the press in giving the 
facts to our people and in appealing 
to them to inaugurate and carry 


and mutual forbearance, which will 
do more than all else in redeeming 
the good name of Georgia, retain- 
ing the labor go necessary to the 
development of our state, and in 
saving our people from the danger 
of mob law and anarchy.

Gentlemen: Replying to your :et- 
ter of May 2, in which you express 
resentment at my letter calling’ your 
attention to the alleged mobbing of 
Oscar Edwards, I[ call your atten- 
tion to the fract that mention of this 
case had appeared in tne press prior 
to the publication of my letter. In 
my opinion, in view of the facts, I 
should have been derelict in my 
duty as governor if 1 had failed 
to direct your attention specifically 
to this case as it was reported to 
me, 

One reason for this statement is 
that in 1918 Spencer Evans, a ne- 
gro in Taliaferro county, 
for executive clemency. The At- 
lanta Journal for Monday, March 28, 
1918, says: 

“The negro was sentenced to be 
hanged last Friday on a charge of 
criminal assault. Governor Duorsey 
granted him a respite until Friday, 
April 26. The lynching took place 
a few hours after news of the re- 
spite reached Crawfordville.” 

The negro who was lynched had 
already been condemned to die. The 
respite of thirty days was granted 
only in order to give me as zover- 
nor the time to get the facts of the 
case, which were wholly unknown 
to me. If any action has been taken 
to punish the members of the mob, 
it has not come to my attention. 
W. J. Sturdivant, to. whom you re- 
fer, I believe, was sheriff at the 
time. 

You say that the cause of the 
beating of Oscar Edwards was the 
use by the negro of an oath, “one 
which no southern white man ac- 
cepts.” I am sure that you will 
agree with me that the true spirit 
of the Anglo-Saxon, to which you 
refer with a pride in which share, 
calls for the resentment of such 
an insult at the time when given, 
and never justifies waiting for the 
cover of the night to go in a mob. 
however small, to beat the giver of 
the insult. 

Accepting as wholly’ true the 
“reason advanced for this whipping 
of this negro.” I am sure that vou 
as sworn officers of the law will 
agree with me that the law has 
been violated by these men. AS 
intelligent men, you will further 
agree with me that the manner of 
the violation is typical of the causes 
underlying the 415 cases of lynch- 
ing which have disgraced our state. 


that the court in which you gentle- 
men serve will see that the honor 
of the law is vindicated in Talia- 
ferro county by the punishment of 
the members of this miniature mob, 
if the facts are as reported by you. 

The letter to which you refer was 
not anonymous, but I must respect 
the request of the writer to with- 
hold his name, because of his fear 
of bodily harm to him. No charges 
of peonage in Taliaferro county 
have been made by me to the press 
or elsewhere. 

My letter to you was written not 
in a spirit of fault-finding or dic- 
tation, but in the desire to invoke 
the aid of you gentlemen, as public 
officials, in an effort to put a srop 
to customs and conditions which 
have brought and which are bring- 
ing disgrace upon our state. I am 
confident that you will join me in 
this effort.

LETTER TO JUDGE SEARCY 
OF THE FLINT CIRCUIT 
State of Georgia, Executive Depart- 

ment, Atlanta, May 11, 1921. 

Hon. William E. H. Searcy, Jr., 
Judge Superior Courts, Flint Cir- 
cuit, Griffin, Ga. 

Dear Sir: As it was my 
to handle the cases called t 
attention and cited by me in my 
statement with reference to the 
negro in Georgia without directing 
attention to the particular town 
and county in which the cases were 
alleged to have occurred, I refrained 
from giving any names. I regret 
that your letter brings publicity to 
The Rock, Upson county and your 
court. I had hoped, and I still hope, 
that men in your position would 
recognize what is known to us all, 
regardless of the mattercited by me, 
that the negro has been subjected 
to mistreatment in Georgia and 
that the time has come to inaugu- 
rate a new policy, if we are to re- 
tain our own self-respect and 
maintain our position as a civilized 
people before the world. 

Since 1885 there have been 415 
negroes lynched in Georgia. Re- 
ports to me with reference to the 
case of Ed White, the negro re- 
ferred to by you, convinced me at 
the time that he would be lynched 
if allowed to remain in jail in Up- 
son county. For this reason I re- 
quested you, as stated by you, to 
order him removed to Bibb county 
for safe-keeping. This was done, 
saving the life of the man, I be- 
lieve. 

I caused an_ investigator—a 
white citizen of Georgia in whom I! 
have every confidence—to go to 
Upson county to investigate the 
facts surrounding the case. The 
facts embodied in my statement are 
based upon his report in writing 
to me as governor of Georgia. This 
report is now before me. The name 
of the man who kicked the negro 
girl in the stomach; the names of 
seven leading citizens who testify 
as to the good character and repu- 
tation of the nefZro and who unite 
in expressing the opinion that the 
case against him was one of perse- 
cution; the names of four leading 
citizens in vour circuit who stated 
that a committee had waited upon 
you and that you informed them 
that White would be put in the 
chaingang—the names and state- 
ments of these eitizens are em- 
bodied in the report. 

The report in part states: 

“IT attach hereto a letter from Mr. 
peecéed ... leading merchant of 
te the effect that to his own knowledge 
Mega reputation was good, anfl that he 
had credit at his place from $800 to $1,500 
per year. Mr. further stated 
tbat the treatment of White and his family 
was perfectly outrageous and a disgrace to 
Georgia. That the whole matter came 
shont threuch jealousy of White's success. 
That White was innocent, was foully treated 
and ought to be pardoned outright.”

Several mer- 
chants told me that they could not afford to 
write letters, as it would hurt their busi- 
ness, and one told me that White was being 
persecuted, but he could not afford to get 
in a controversy between a negro and white 
people.”’ 

The report gives a detailed ac- 
count of the shooting up of the ne- 
gro’s home, when only his wife 
and small children were in it. 

In the report the investigator 
says: 

“I regret that some of the good people 
who talked to me would not write letters 
to your excellency. This was due to one 
of three things: Timidity, not desiring to 
take a negro’s part against white people, or 
fear of ruining their business. The best 
people told me to tell you that if White 
cr any of his family ever put their feet in 
Upson county again and it was known to 
the people of The Rock, that they would be 
lynched, 

“I was told by several good people that 
the trial of White was a fake and a traves- 
tv of justice. That a certain class of peo- 
tle in Upson county had it in for any negro 
that was the least prosperous and White 
especially; that they were determined to 
put him in the chaingang; that if it took 
ten witnesses to convict him they would get 
him; if it took 100 they would put up 100, 
and if it took 1,000, they would put up 
1,000.’’ 
The report covers 
written pages. I quote only enough 
of it to show to you ther type 
of matter that was before me when 
I included this case in the number 
cited by me in my statement. You 
will, £ believe, agree with me that 
these facts justify the use which 
I made of the information. 

You state that wou did not make 
the remark to the Committee which 
waited upon you, as was reported 
to the investigator by four of your 
fellow citizens. 

I accept your statement as cor- 
rect, but even when I do this. with 
the facts reported to me, I cannot 
modify my conclusion as to the 
case.

TRY TO CRAWL OUT OF IT. 


A woman of 48 years was thin 
nervous and unable to sleep (had 
she written it herself it would have 
served very well as a nostrum tes- 
timonia]l). She was abnormally 
conscious of the beating of her 
reart, and you know it is abnormal 
to be conscious that one’s heart is 
beating. Yet she crawled out of it. 
Draw up your chairs, children, and 
iet me tell you how she did it. 

A lad aged 32 was greatly ema- 
ciated as a result of a prolonged 
dysentery. He began to suffer with 


frequent paroxysms or seizures of 
distressing palpitation, the heart 
beating with extreme  rapidity— 
achycardia, to express it in our best 
medicalese. The only way he could 
obtain relief from these attacks was 
by imitating the nervous woman— 
he, also, crawled out of it. 

A man aged 59, 68 inches tail and 
weighing 188 pounds—which proves 
he had been trying to eat himself 


to death—had attacks of what he 
called “neuralgia of the heart,” 
which his physician privately be- 
lieved were rather of the nature of 
angina pectoris, a punishment 
which comes to those who do not 
know or care to learn how to live. 
This obese man discovered to his 
surprise that he could crawl out of 
his “neuralgia” seizures. 

It seems that in spite of our 


great self-esteem we are still mere 


animals stalking about proudly and 
defiantly on our hind legs, and it 
behooves and benefits many of us to 
revert for at least a few minutes 
now and then to our primal pos- 
ture and run about or around the 
house a few times on all fours. 
Pride, of the false variety, that is 
to say, false dignity, goeth before 
the indigestion. | 

Crawling on all fours, dog fash- 
icn, is as simple as falling off a 
log. Crawling dachshund fashion 
is a little more difficult and per- 
haps a little more healthful (in this 
1osition the elbows are spread wide 
and flexed and the chest is close 
to the floor while the hips are high 
and the thighs nearly perpendicular 
to the floor). Even better than 
the dachshund crawl is the monkey 
walk. In this last posture one 
walks on all fours, which means 
that the hips are high and the 
shoulders low. The monkey walk 
has proved especially beneficial for 
women with prolapse or displace- 
ments and other pelvic troubles and 
for the toning of the muscles and 
the restoration or conservation of 
the figure after confinement. 

All these crawls are of real value 
and no joke. 

Better than any crawl], as an an- 
idote to the ills born of our proud 
position—which ills are too far- 
reaching and too numerous to men- 
tion—is the gentle habit of rolling 
yourself a few somersaults on the 
floor every morning, half a dozen 
or more, the Knack being to start 
from your feet with a smile and 
to come up all safe and sound on 
your feet still smiling. Old fogies 
shouldn’t attempt somersaults; they 
make senile old geezers see stars 
and have upsets and everything. |] 
do not recommend them for per- 
sons psychologically over 86 years 
ot age.

The 
resolution was offered by Mrs. Alon- 
zo Richardson, and Mrs. T. T. Ste- 
vens, president of the fifth dis- 
trict, stated that she knew it was 
the desire of all present to pay this 
tribute to Miss Dooly. 

Mrs. John K. Ottley, for many 
years closely associated with Miss 
Dooly. presided at the memorial 
meeting at the request of Mrs, Ste- 
vens. In turning the meeting over 
to Mrs. Ottley. Mrs. Stevens herself 
paid high tribute to the life and 
work of Miss Dooly and declared 
the fifth district, in particular, has 
sustained a great loss in her death.

ic resident of the “hoosgow, all

He has lived up to his name 
sirce ending his military training 
in Posen, Germany, and has wan- 
dered all over the globe, usually 
finding a night’s lodging in the 
lock-up. Tired at last of such a 
life, he now subscribes to the once- 
popular song which expressed the 
sentiment that it is “better to be 
on the outside looking in than the 
insice looking out.” The way to 
realize this desire, he believes, {s to 
assume a permanent nationality, 
preferably American. 

During the war, Wanderwell was 
incacerated because of his German 
birth until he claimed Holland as 
his native land. At various times 
he has been a Pole and a Prussian, 
but the German connection appeared 
at most inconvenient times and 
landed him regularly in the lock- 
up. His last signature on the po- 
lice blotters was made in. Albu- 
querque, N. M., from whence Mr. 
Alexander rescued him. 

Pancho Villa, Theda Bara, the 
daredevil Locklear whose acrobat- 
ics on airplanes resulted in his 
death. the governors of 43 states, 
and former President Wilson and 
Vice-President Marsha'tl are includ- 
ed in Wanderwell’s list of ac- 
quaintances, which also 
the turnkeys of countless jails. The 
names of all are subscribed on the 
sides of a large automobile in which 
Wanderwell's wife and family, com- 
posing the Wanderwell movie 
troupe, are touring the country. 

Mr. Alexander will try to secure 
citizenship for Wanderwell, though 
it will be an unusually difficult 
task. as the anplicant has never 
staved long enough in any locality 
to make necessary social connec- 
tions. he law requires that 
friends who have known him for 
six years must witness his appli- 
cation.

ATLANTA LEADS SOUTH 
IN APRIL P. 0. TOTALS

Washington, May 12.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—An official 
statement of postal receipts for 
April at the 50 largest postoffices 
in the United States, made public 
today not only places Atlanta at 
the top of every other city in the 
south, but the twentieth in the 
United States, largely leading such 
cities as New Orleans and Louis- 
ville and showing more than dou- 
ble the receipts of Memphis. At- 
Janta’s receipts for April were 
$214,767.83. 

Postmaster-General Hays wil! 
hereafter make public the monthly 
postal receipts of the 50 largest 
postoffices representing 54 per cent 
of the postal business’ transacted 
throughout the country. This in- 
formation has not been published 
since 1913. To a certain extent it 
is a barometer of the financial and 
industrial activities of the coun- 
trv. 

Comparisons are made by the same 
months of each year. The receipts 
'for April, 1921, show a decrease of 
| $1,848,708.04, as compared with the 
corresponding month of the preced- 
|ing year, the rate of decréase oeing 
8.24 per cent. 

The receipts for April, 1920, how- 
ever, were unusually large as a re- 
sult of railroad and express strikes 
in the United States, merchants and 
other heavy mailers who had been 
accustomed to forward small par- 
lcels by express depositing their 
‘shipments with the postal service, 


The receipts for April, 1921, how~- 


ever, were $1,401,675.31 in excess of 
'those for April, 1919, which included 
'the increased postage collected as 
'a war tax on first-class mail.

TEST CASE FILED 
UNDER SHERMAN 
ANTI-TRUST LAW 


Washington, May  12.—Appeals 
described as a “test case” to decide 
Whether, under the Sherman anti- 
trust law, manufacturers may ex- 
change information regarding 
stocks of materials on hand, past 
prices, production and other trade 
information, have been filed jn the 
supreme court by the American 
Column and Lumber company, of 
Memphis, in a suit won by the 
government. 

An application to suspend part of 
an injunction secured by the gov- 
ernment in the western Tennessee 
district was filed ,today for the 
Memphis corporatioh by G. Carro!l 
Todd, formér assistant attorney- 
general. The court was told that 
it would be unfair to penalize a 
single manufacturer or group in a 
general test case involving’ the 
whole practice of interchange of 
trade information. The petition 
will be acted upon by the court 
probably in a few weeks. 

“This is a test case,” the petition 
declares, “to determine the legality 
under the Sherman act of the prac- 
tice of producers in a given field 
exchanging with each other reports 
showing the past sales of each and 
the prices received, stocks on hand 
of each and the rate of production 
of each. 

“The interchange, amongst those 
engaged in the same industry, of 
statistics, has become an establish- 
ed feature of American industrial 
org nization.” 

That the practice is legal and has 
been so held in the “coal trust’ 
and other cases, was contended by 
the Memphis corporation, which in 
its petition™cited the interchange 
of information by anthracite coal] 
producers through a Statistics bu- 
reau. 

A senate report from the bureau 
of forestry. the president also de- 
clared, cited a real need in the lum- 
ber industry for the market re- 
porting.

COTTON RELIEF 
PROGRESS TOLD 
_ TO PRESIDENT 


Washington, May 12.—Progress in 
efforts to relieve the cotton situation 
in the south was reported to Pres!- 
dent Harding today by W. L. Clay- 
ton, of Houston, Texas, chairman of 
the committee of cotton exporters 
and southern bankers appointed re- 
cently in Atlanta to work out with 
the war finance corporation plans 
for assisting the financing of cotton 
exports. : 

Mr. Clayton said ne told the presi- 
dent that the recent meeting of the 
committee in New York with rep- 
resentatives of the war finance cor- 
poration was highly satisfactory and 
that. in his opinion, important and 
tangible results would come from 
it. 

The most important result, he said, 
was the adoption by the corporation 
of the policy of making advances 
for financing cotton shipments when 
there was a definite contract for 
export, although shipment would not 
begin immediately. 

Mr. Clayton said he expressed to 
the president the appreciation of the 
south and the cotton industry for 
the sympathetic interest and con- 
structive attitude evidenced by the 
administration.

“Immediately upon the declaration | 


ling if this organization of jobbers 


and as a result, during the past 
year of depression, we have been 
undergoing some new experiences 
and reaping the fruits of discord 
created during the extravagant pe- 
riod. AS a consequence, most firms 
find that their individual business 
is very much disorganized. 

“The retailers have been very 
much awed during the past four or 
five years. With the lavishness 
which manufacturers and jobbers 
would advertise their goods to the 
consumer, without giving to our 
mind careful enough consideration 
to the details of how these goods 
would be sold, and to the training of 
these retail merchants who are the 
people who ultimately come _ into 
contact with the consumer and who 
actually sell the goods. It is a 
fundamental principle of merchan- 
dising that, in order to sell anyone 
any article that the persons who 
will sell the goods to the consumer 
must first be sold on the goods 
themselves. 

Carry Same Thought. 

“We contend that your efforts as 
jobbers are not completed until your 
salesmen have convinced the indi- 
vidual retail grocers, and had sold 
him thoroughly on your article, then 
it is up to the retail grocer to carry 
this same thought and to convince 
the customer. 

“Frequently it happens that the 
retailer within one or two days has 
talked with as many as from six 
to eight jobbers regarding similar 
goods that he ought to sell, and as 
a gesult the average retailer is left 
in a state of bewilderment; he does 
not know what goods to present; 
does not know how to present these 
goods, and is really so confused that 
in the end he will make up his mind 
that each individual jobber has noth- 
ing at heart except his own per- 
sonal interest in selling as many 
of his own goods as he possibly can.
